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1660, The provision in the will Is as follows: —

‘“Jtem.—1 give and begueath unto Harvard Col-
lege, next and immediately after my dacease, my
hounse aud land, which I lately purchased of Henry
Phillips, and was the late house of Samuel ONver,
deoeased, with snch deed or decds that contarn the
sume; and the yearly rent wheren! to be lmproved
atter the due and necesaary ropalra thereol ars pro-
vided for, to be forever, either for the malotenance
of asome poor scholars or otherwlae, for the best
good of the college and approbation of the over-
geers, of my wilL"

In the act incorporating Iarvard College,
passed at the General Court in 1650, It is among
other things provided, “‘that all not excesdioyg
tho valoe of five huudred ponnds per annum
gbhall from henceforth Le Jr{!t‘d from all eivil
impositions, (axes and rates.”

For a long time after this the income from
guch source did not excead that amounl pear an-
num. On the 11th ot April, 1868, the Board of
Aldermen passed an order for the widening of
Devonshiire stroet, and it war widened, taking n

wrtion of these premiseés, and an n<sesament
ll.qld upon the whole estate of $1541°40, for the
benent which mecrued to the estate. It is
clnimed tont this assessment (8 erroucons and
unlawfiol, because, auder the act above, Lhe
@state I= froed [rom all elvil fmpositions, taxes,
and rales, and no tax was eover asapssod upon
the estate, nor any ever pald. The respondents
claim that the value of the estate Is much abova
five hundred pounds per annuwm, and that the
charter of the vollege does not exempt it {rom
payment,

The main question was whother this was "“a
eivil imposition.” The case was heard, and
the Court made the following decisions;
First, the asgessment Is a *‘civil lmposition.”
Second, the exemptlion is applicable to the
estate upon which the assessment was Iald,
and notwithstanding the Increase in the valne
of their eslate beyond the amount of thul trust,

LIFE INSURANUE.

The Fallure of the Farmers’ nnd Mechanlos’
Uompnny—Neoossary Amondment of enr In-
snrnuee Lnwws,

The N. Y. Postof last evening says odito-
rially.—

A contract has been made between the re-
ceiver of the Farmers' and Mechanies' Life
Insurance Company, acting as trustee for the
poliey holders, and the Empire Mutual Life In-
surance Company, of this city, by which the
latter assumes all the labllities of the former,
including eclaims for policies already matured
by death. ‘This conilract, we are assored, has
been mado under the direction of the SBupreme
Court, and has alrendy been approved by the
State Superintendent of lonsuranes; so that, in
the judgment of this oflicer, all the policy
holders of the company are doubiless secured.

The reloeurance of thege risks has been ac-
complighed with 11r0m§»lness. It will not, in-
deed, prevent losses. Doubtleéss a great nnm-
ber of policies have already been permitted to
lnpse since dlscredit was firat thrown on the
Farmers' and Mechanles' Compuny. Few men
will continue te pay premiums iu order to main-
tain their claims against an association which
is confesecdly bankrupt. It is probably this
diminution of the number of policies, ky for-
feiture, that alone justifics ““‘the Empire” Com-
pany in reinsuring the risks that remaln.

An amendment of our Insurance laws Is to
be desired, so that hereafter, when a life insur-
ance company's reserve begins to be imperilled,
the Buper‘umndem may be authorized to com-
¢l that company to relnsure its risks at once,
n some office to be approved by him, without
the delay or expense of a receivership, and
without such legal proceedings as will make
a panic among the policy-holders. :

COOLIE LABOR.

How the Aberigines are Yaken in—A Guane
Isinnd ns n Land of Promine,

A sallor writes to the Trug’ Times that the
hardest part of the work at the Chincha Islanda
is done by she coolies, who are imduced by
false representations to enter the service. They
imagive that they are golng to a “land of pro-
mise,” and they agree to serve five yearsin
order {o pay for their passage. But they are
doomed to grievous dlau.h-puintmam. and find
themselves prisoners on the islands, where few
ever survive the specified apprenticeship. They
Iabor about six hours a day, which s a severe
task in 80 hot a place. But little care is taken
of them.

They are fed on fish and other cheap food, and
live in little cabins, 1o make them work they
are supplied with strong drink, which hastens
their end, and when they die they are burled
among the guano, which soon consumes the
bodies and transforms them to its owun nature.
The guano is put into sacks and Is sent down
from the beights in long *‘cbures” made of
timber, and when it arrives n bag will be put on
the head of a coolie, who will earry it to the
boat. It is thus taken to the ship, which will be
loaded In a week. The coolies, in addition to
whisky, consume a great deal of oplum, which
is brought there for thelr use. They smoke
rather than chew it, and most of them are opinm
smokers—a habit which few ever break off, and
which is in the highest degree destructive.

A CRUEL FARMER,

Hhinmefnl Outrage Upon Small Boya.

A farmer at Johnsonburg, Warren county,
New Jersey, last week came to Phillipshurg
with a sleigh-load of apples. Afier hé bad dis-

osed of his apples, he invited all the small
Bovc that he saw to get lnto his sleigh, tellin
tbem that he would give them a slelgh-ride an
bring them right back. He succeeded in getting
in th sleigh nine boys, whose ages ranged from
sight to ten years, and took them as far as Rox-
burg, a distance of twelve miles. Here he told
them to get out and ge iuto a hotel and warm
themsclves, They dld so, thinking that he in-
tended to take them back lLome. No sooner
had they got into the hotel than the farmer
whipped up his horses and left the boys to walk
home. They started on thelr journey through
the deep snow, and succeeded for awhile to get
along finely, but two of the smallest boys
became very tired and nesrly frozen, and when
within sight of Harmony, they could go no fur-
ther, and sank down Into'the enow. The others,
seelng their condition, weul to a hotel in Har-
mony and gol some men Lo go back after Lthe
two boye; when the men reached them they
were found asleep and frozen nearly to death.
